DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 1 and 4, the reasons for allowable were stated on paper #1 1 . For 
claim 11, applicant's invention combination including: "said coupling section is 
configured permit insertion of said first connection section into a groove of a card 
accommodation member in a same direction that the card may be inserted into said 
member" is not taught by Seto or suggested by other prior art of record. 

Seto among other difference does not disclose all limitations of claims 1 , 4 and 
1 1 as discussed above, therefore does not meet claims 1 , 4 and 1 1 limitations which 
are basic to the invention. Nor would inclusion of such feature be an obvious change.
